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wherein the sensor is curved to a contour and includes: 
a support having sufficient flexibility such that it is formed to the contour; and 
a substrate including the sensor, wherein the substrate is sufficiently thin so that it 
is shaped to the contour. 

Cancel claim 26. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 and 13 
were amended in the response filed December 1, 2005 to include the subject matter of claims 2 
and 14, respectively. The subject matter of previous claims 2 and 14 was indicated as allowable 
because the prior art of record did not explicitly teach or fairly suggest the claimed combination 
of elements. New claim 25 appearing in the above mentioned response was indicated to 
Applicant's representative during an interview that it contained subject matter that was not 
supported by the specification, such subject matter relating to the act of dynamically adjusting 
the field of view of the sensor and the specific way of doing such (note last three lines of the 
claim). It was explained that the specification only supporting adjusting the field of view of the 
illuminator. Claim 25 has been amended above to take out the offensive subject matter and add 
limitations substantially similar to claims 2 and 14. Therefore, claim 25, as amended above is 
allowable over the prior art of record.
